Walter Albion Squires, director of week-day religious 
instruction of the Board of Christian Education of the 
Presbyterian church, Philadelphia, speaking before tho 
Religious Education Association at Milwaukee, asserted 
that the week-day Bible schools are increasing in interest 
and attendance. 
In many instances from 90 to 100 per cent of pupils 
of various schools are enlisted in Bible study, compared 
with 40 per cent reached by the Sunday schools, Mr. 
Squires declared. Kansas City was cited an having 4,500 
hildren in Sunday school and 10,000 children Hi week- 
lay schools.

The week-day Bible class movement Is not an entirely 
tew plan, nor is it one whl^h has been in operation so 
rery many years. 
In fact it was about five years ago 
hat about half a hundred such schools were started, tho 
reports made to the Milwaukee meeting, revealed.

In 
’ive years the number of schools has grown to 1,600 and 
he number of students enrolled to 200,000.. 
The week-day schools not yet have been given sufficient 
tpportunity to prove beyond all doubt their practica- 
HilP.y, but the success which appears to be attending the 
envernen* is worthy of study. 
Among the advantages of the week-day church school. 
Mr. Squires cited the following;

•ligious instruction 100 to 400 per cent; given at a more 
suitable time; conducted by trained teachers, with first- 
•lass textbooks; makes it possible to teach more of the 
Bible and other good materials; given with close super­ 
vision. 
“The week-day church school movement had led to 
iefinite attempts at a correlated and comprehensive pro­ 
gram of education for the individual church,’’ said Mr. 
Squires. 
“Seven of our leading denominations are now 
iefinftely committed to correlated week-day religious 
education with the other work of the individual chcreh. 
Basements are giving way to well-planned buildings for 
thurch education. 
“The week-day church school is bringing about a larger 
measure of interdenominational co-operation than has yet 
Seen known in America. 
In a number of states there 
Save been notable instances where Hebrews, Roman 
Catholics and Protestants have united in a plea fo.* 
miblic-school time and have worked harmoniously to­ 
gether to get it.”

TELEPHONE INDUSTRY IN VARIOUS SECTIONS 
OF THE WORLD HAVE MANY QUEER CU8TOMS 
The mechanical apparatus used in telephoning, by 
means of American mass production, has become some­ 
what standardized, says a bulletin of the New England 
bureau of Public Service Information, but the bureau’s 
iescription of telephone- customs in other countries, in- 
iicate that the manner of handling the transmission in­ 
struments differs widely. 
^ 
While Americans are complaining occasionally because 
diey believe “someone is listening in on the line,” we 
night pity the poor telephone subscriber in Abyssinia. 
Over there no one is allowed to use the phone, except 
he operators. 
In Abyssinia, if one desires to make an 
engagement with his or her lovie-dovie, as the case may 
He, one writes out a message of endearment, setting the 
olace and the time for the meeting, handB the message 
to the operator, who promptly shouts with all her might 
into the receiver. 
Apparently there is nothing secretive 
about telephoning in Abyssinia. 
The bulletin says that in Japan most of the operators, 
ur Moshimoshi, as they are called, are young girls, the 
average age being fourteen. 
Telephones with low num­ 
bers get the more experienced girls and better service 
than thoseiw ith high numbers. 
Rights to telephone 
numbers, especially low ones, are frequently purchased 
by those desiring service and unwilling to wait perhaps 
years for the government to furnish service. The Moshi­ 
moshi girls are required to wear kimpnos with Bhorter 
and scanter sleeves than their sisters. In many exchanges, 
sleeping quarters are provided so that girls quitting work 


•* 


at midnight can sleep until morning. 
In Cuba, widows with a family of daughters are pre­ 
ferred as managers of small exchanges outside the larger 
cities, and the “exchange” is located in the home. 
In Turkey, the' centuries-old idea of woman’s sphere 
has resulted in comparatively few Moslem operators, the 
work being done by Greeks, 
Armenians, 
Jewess 
and 
other races. 
As there are three Sabbaths observed in 
each week by Mohammedan, Jew and Christian respective­ 
ly, there is little telephone traffic on Fridays, Saturdays 
or Sundays. 
In India, most of the women operators are Eurasians, 
V 


or mixed European and native stock though many oper­ 
ators are men. 
* In England, an operator ts called a ‘‘telephonist. 
In Russia, it is* a penal offense to call them anything 
but “comrade” or “citizeness.”

In Germany, it is claimed, operators are forbidden to 
wear jewelry or to bob their hair. 
In Japan, on answering a call, the operator says, 
“Moshi-moshi,” which is the equivalent of “Hello.” 
In England, “Are you there ?**

In Germany, “Here’s the exchange.” 
In Norway, “Central” or “Yes.” 
In Sweden, the operator simply gives her own number, 
as “40.”
